Mr. Editor — 

It is greatly to be regretied that with 
every enterprise and general improve- 
ment of the city of Nauvoo, and its en- 
virons, that litrle attention is paid to that 
useful part of rural economy, ornamen- 
tal plantations, no one seems to step ſor- 
ward and say ‘oh; spare that oak; but the 
axe seems to be laid to the root of eve 
ry old inheritence of the forest with un 
sparing hand, and if continued so fors 
few yeare not one relic will be left to point 
out tothe traveller a monument where 
once stood the wild wood or the wild deer 
retired to repose from the unshaded prai- 
rio It bas been an ever failing custom 
in all new wooded contries to cut down 
every tree; and it has also been as cer~ 
tain when once done, an error has been 
discoverod-—hence after demolishing the 
old partriarcs of the forest new 2 
tions have deen made when the owners 
of land have been deprived of utility and 
comforts of trees. 

Ornamental trees are not only usefu! 
as ornaments, serving to give a lively va- 
riety aed cha of too much sameness; 
but they are siso useful by emitticg = 
wholesome air in cities and thickly in. 
habited places and imbibiag the impure 
efiuvea that causes sickness & il! health. 
To this | am aware that 80 ene of taste 
will dispute that a coentry well diversifi- 
ed with trees sod ornamental plantations 
is far more inviting than the unsheltered 
rairie with one continued sameness, and 

am certain when we coasider how much 
cattle are comforted by the shade of 
trees in summer aod shelter in winter, 
that no pains should be spared to have 
such useful appendages to every dwelling 
the inmates of which are also benefitted 
in the same manner.

Melancholy Steamboat Disaster.—The 
steamboat De Soto, which arrived on 
Saturday morning. brought intelligence 
of a lamentable disaster, the particulars 
of whieh, es far as they have transpired, 
are as follows: , 


On Friday morning, Ist inst., between 
3 and 4 o’cicck, the steamers Buckeye 
ard De Soto came together in the mid. 
die of Old River, a little below the Atch- 
aſala ya, the former bound up Ouachita. 
and the latter down Red River, by which 
collision the Buckeye was so much dam- 
aged that she sunk to the hurricane roof 
in less than 5 minutes. There was sup 
post to have been about 300 souls on 
board the Buckeye, of whom from 60 to 
80 perished. The larboard bow of the 
De Soto struck the starboard side of the 
Buckeye, just about the forehaich. A. 
mongst those lost, were a daughter, about 
‘en years of age, and sister-io-law (Miss 
Smith a young ladys) of Mr. Hyams, of 
Alexandria, who also lost fifteen negroes; 
Mr. Joho Blunt lost his wife and child 
and seven negroes; Mr. A McKensie lost 
his wife and seven children and four ne. 
roes, Col. King lost two children; Mr. 
Beard attempted to swim ashore with his 
nephew on his back and both were drown. 
ed. There was afgreat many deck pas- 
sengers, both whites and negroes. but few 
were saved. The bodiesof Mr. Hyams’ 
sister-in-law and child, were afierwards 
recovered and brought down on the De 
Soto. The bodies of four children, names 
unknown, were also recovered. The De 
Soto remained alongside until all the sur- 
vivors were rescued, and all the baggage 
and goods which could be got out saved. 
lhe upper works of the Buckeye separa 
‘ed from the hull and floated ashore be 
fore the De Soto left her. Tne night was 
clear and the moon shining bright. A 
young man and his two sisters 
on board at Whitey ianding the night 
before; both sisters perished. 
| The register book of the Buckeye, in 
which the names of the passengers 
were entered, was not saved. It is 
impossible therefore, to ascertain the 
naines or exrctly the number who perish 


ed. It is thought that most of the cabin 
passengers „ and that nearly all 
on were drowned.—{N.O. Bulle 
tin, 4th inst. 


Destructiorof King William's colege, 
Tele of Man, by Fire.—The whole of this 
beautiful, ray and extensive educa:

WRECK OF THE PHONLY iN A 


| 


SNOW STORM, DREADFUL | 
LOSS OF LIFE. 

The following parti¢ulars of this mo- 
gatestrophe are extracted from 


a letter of the Captein R. Turner) to the 
owner of the vessel, Te 
After mating that the vessel sailed 
from Miramichi on the 22d November. 
from which time up the 26th very boiste~ 
rous weather was experienced, the letter 


proceeds to say:—About two o'clock on 


the morning of the 26th, the wind had in- 
creased to a hurricane, the ship running 
under double reefed maintopeai!l and clove 
reefed foretopsail and foresail. 

Shortly afterwards the land was re. 
ported a head, and the ship was immedi. / 
ately hauled close upon a wind, but she 
was so close in that, it was impossible to 
clear it, and about three o'clock she 
struck on the west s.de of Langley Island 
(Newfounded): It was impossible for u-. 
to do any thing more for the safety 
the ship: still | entertained an idea that 
sho could be got off, and directed the crew 
to cut away the main mest. Our efforts 
proved fruitless, end at half past four the 
sea made such a sweep over the decks 
that we sought refuge in the cabin. 

There we remained till the violence 
of the storm and surf stove in the ster | 
board s de and stern windows; and, owing 
to the constant working of the rudder, 
the deck and skylight were broken in. 

We now took shelter in the forecastle, 
and it here appeared as if all our lives 
were io ge sacrificed, for the sea appeared | 
above the lower deck; and as a last rome 
dy. we were obliged to go upon the main 
deck to prolong our existence. Here we 
were exposed to the full fury of the 
storm; and to prevent ourselves being 
washed overbcard, we lashed each other 
o the most secure spars on deck. About 
nine o’clock, a female r expired 
from exposure to the cold, which was 
very intense. The sea by this time had 
torn away the bulwark raile, and the ves- 
sel lay almo:t motionless. Shortly after 
the surf swept away the jolly-boat, al- 
most instantly afterwards the skiff was! 
washed out of the long~boat. and turned 
bottom up in the sea. 

All means of escape were now a 
rently at an end; for the long boat 
stood in a fair way of also being washed| 
overboard, and all had their eyes turned 
upon her tosave life. A poor man 
jumped into her in order ta make a rope 
fast. so that if she should be swept away 
she would still be secure to the ship. 
While he was performing this gallant 
action, away went the long-boat over- 
board with him in her, right clear of the 
vessel. We now considered that our 
hours were numbered, and made the best 
of our way iato the long-Loat, but on 
getting forward and perceiving that the 
boat was stove io, I thought it most pru- 
dent to return to the wreck. Notwith 
standing, six men, with the mate, Mr- 
Thomas Smith, anda boy. got into the 
boat, although by this time she was filling 
with water. Tentreated them to return. 
but they kept calling to the rest of the 
crew to follow their example and let go 
the painter The men being nearly pe- 
rished with cold, felt no disposition to 
move, either to get into the boat or loosen 


the rope, and the mate immediately cut it, 


and away she went to the lee of the ship, 
without a single oar to conduct her 
through the boiling surf. The first wave 
that struck the boat, completely turned 
her bottom upwards, and the whole of the 
unfortunate fellows (eight in number) in 
her immediatly perished within fifteen 
yards of the wreck: The six that now 
remained on board took refuge in the 
afier-companion, but from this spot we 
were soon roused by the deck parting 
from the larboard side, after carrying a 
long w th it the starboard side. Instantly 
we ruste) forward, Rite expecting that 
we should meet with another place of re. 
fuge, which we did near the forecastle a. 
gain. But we were once more forced to 
fly. owing to the deck breaking up, wnd 
the foremast falling over the starboard 
bow. Atthis period we saved ourselves 
in a truly miracalous manner, about 
twenty-five feet of the deck. abaft the 
windlass parted from the wreck, and up- 
on that we placed corselves, and were 
floated through a tremendous sea enfe a. 
shore. We were in a most piliable con- 
dition, and reduced to state of great ex~ 
hanstion. We were kindly received by 
the wreckers, who procured usa shelter 
in a house, of which there were two or 
three on the island.

WORK FOR MARCH, 
ON THE FARM. 

Grass Seeds.—\f you bave any ground 
in small grain that you intend 2 
with clover or grass reeds of any kind, 
the sooner vou perform this duty the bot - 
ter. But if yes, are desirous of pre- 
serving your rom peaishing on the 
penal, or of seeing a well-set field, let 
us advise you, after havingsown your 
seed, to harrow it in and roll it. 

If clover soed alone should be sown, 
from twelve to sixteen pounds to the acre 
will be required. 

If it be intended to mix orchard-grass 
seed with it, ten pounds of clover seed 
ead one bushe! of ths former will be necs 


cossary. 

Orchard Gres.—When this — is 
sown alone. two bushels should be used. 

Oats.--Dash abead and get your oats 
in, as you may rest assured that the 
early sowed always fares best- As soon 
as your ground is ready, sow your oats; 
plough them in three inches in h: then 
harrow finely. 
sowing clover seed,orany other gruss 
seeds, do so; harrow that in and finish 
your labor by rolling. Do not think of 
sowing less then two bushels. In Eng. 
land, often, four bushels are sowed upon 
an acre.

From six to eight pecks to the acre, ac- 
cording to the character of the soil, is the 
proper quantity. 
"Early Potatoes.—If you design putting 
in any early potatoes for market or 
consumption, we would advise you 
to them ia as carly as possible.

e of long stable manure, so as to 
the potatoe-sets a bed and cover - 
ur At this season of the year, manure 
sbouid be placed both above and beneath 
them- When the plants may begin to 
show themselves. their growth will be 
much promoted by running the harrow 
along the rows, aod besides this good ef. 
fect it will have the additional one of 
insuring regularity in their coming up. 

Parsnips and Carrots, in field culture 
may be sown towards the middle of the 
month. The soi! which suits them best 
is a rich sand, or deep sandy lam. Ip 
which ever they may be planted, it 
shold be deeply ploughed, and twice 
would be better than once. 

Goud crops of these fine roots may be 
obtained. whea sown under favorable cir- 
cumstances, any time from the middle of 
March till the 20:h of April. The 
earliest sown make the largest roots. 

Sugar-Beets and Mangle- Wurizel, for 
field ‘culture, may besOwn any time be- 
tween the 15th of March and the 20th of 
April, with a certainty of getting a good 
crop of either. The soil should be good. | 
well-manured, ploughed deep'y, sad in 
fine tilth by harrowing and roiling. 

Orchard.-All kinds of fruit trees, 
which have not already been, shoald be 
pruned —Every apple tree in the orchard, 
or other fruit trees on the place, should be 
painted with a mixture of oil and sulpher. 
Wherever moss may be on a tree, that 
should be scraped off before the medica. 
ted point is apptied. 

Early Cubbage Plan’s should be set two 
anda half feet apart, and the lettuce six 
inches in the row—the rows a foot apart.
